Jones of Houston yesterday as “the 
nation's greatest ..dem ocrat,” fol­ 
lowing a speech of an hour’s dura­ 
tion during which the Mauston fin­ 
ancier brought 5000 listeners to 
their feet time after time with his 
ringing denunciations of the cor­ 
ruption of the republican party 
during the past eight years. 
Following the speech, which was 
delivered in the big tent here as 
the feature of the second day of 
the convention, a resolution was 
adopted by a 
standing 
vote 
in 
which Jones was declared to be the 
outstanding 
Democrat 
of 
the 
country and that the convention 
was deeply indebted to him for his 
visit and utterances. 
The great 
crowd stood for many minutes and 
cheered tum ultuously as the speech 
was finished. 
A ttacks Hoover 
Mr. Jones opened his talk with 
an attack on H erbert Hoover. 
“Hoover was in the cabinet for 
seven long years during which all 
this scheming and conniving was 
going on, and not one word of 
protest was heard 
from 
him,” 
Jones declared. 
“ If he was too dumb to know 
what was going on he is not the 
man to he president of this nation. 
If he knew and kept silent, 
the 
m atter is worse.” This statem ent 
brought prolonged cheering. 
“Coolidge is just as bad. He has 
never said a word about the cor­ 
ruption that has prevailed.

W hat does Texas need, or, rath ­ 
er, w hat do the people of Texas 
need, and how shall we get what 
we need?

As a basis for a group study of 
this two-headed question a list of 
nine seemingly fundam ental needs 
has been prepared. Members of the 
conference will discuss this 
list, 
and are expected to add to or tak e 
from it as the m ajority of the 
group shall decide. 
These nine 
subjects are: 
T e x a s ’ Need* 
1. Development of a state-wide 
pride in place of th e too prevalent 
sectional interest and indifference 
as to other p arts of the state. 
2. More definite knowledge con­ 
cerning 
th e lesources, possibil­ 
ities and handicaps of Texas. 
3. 
An awakened realization of 
the importance and practicability 
of controlling flood w aters in cer­ 
tain parts of the state, and of us­ 
ing impounded w aters for irigat- 
ing similar dry localities. 
4. To know the advantage to 
farm ers of having more factories, 
particularly cotton mills, in Texas. 
5. An understanding of the fin­ 
ancial benefits to individual fa rm ­ 
ers of cultivating a friendliness 
that 
shall 
lead to co-operation 
among farm ers, am ong comm uni­ 
ties and 
among 
counties of the 
state. 
6. 
A 
definite understanding of 
the financial advantage fa n n e rs 
can secure through intelligently 
m anaged co-operative m arketing 
buying 
of 
seed, 
fertilizer, live 
stock, farm implements and other 
farm and home necessities, (and 
luxuries). 
7. A b etter understanding of the 
larger profits to be realized from 
farm 
products 
in 
communities 
practicing standardized crop rais­ 
ing, thereby being able to ship in 
carloads instead of in' small quan­ 
tities. 
8. An understanding of just how 
the fa rm e r's co-operation with the 
railroads is needed to secure ade­ 
quate, reasonable and timely tran s­ 
portation of farm products. 
9. More farm ers to realize the 
im portance 
of 
proper 
farm ing 
methods, for only through a pro­ 
gram 
of 
intelligently 
balanced 
tarniing can 
the 
tenant 
farm er 
hope to own a farm and home, and 
the 
farm 
owner 
make 
money 
enough to put comforts and conve­ 
niences in his home, provide his 
farm with modern labor-saving m a­ 
chinery and stock his yards with 
profitable live stock and poultry. 
L arg e-S cale T eam w o rk 
lf the needs of Texas people, as 
set forth in this nine point theme, 
could be summed up in one key 
word, that word would bo “ team ­ 
work.” More and better team work 
among farm ers in their own com­ 
munities, am ong neighboring com­ 
munities, more and better team ­ 
work among the people of the en­ 
tire state.

Present-day 
conditions 
more 
than those of any previous time in 
th** history of Texas, a*- well as of 
the whole world, demand co-opera­ 
tion ra th e r than individual inde­ 
pendence. 
Less than ever before 
may the farm er, the business man, 
the politician, the banker, the pro­ 
fessional man, the educator, or any 
other man, live to himself alone 
and expect 
to 
prosper 
uiereby. 
There is no longer any room for 
doubt that the gct-to-gether spirit 
is the basis of progress today, and 
we of this glorious old
